Missed One, Anyhow: 
Louisville Puts Away Its Pistol 


LouISVILLE 
Slight slips come in the best of stables. 
Last week Churchill Downs ran the three 
oldest continuously run races in the coun- 
try. and in one of them Calumet got only 
second and third. The other two were 
won smartly, of course, but the defection 
of Free America and Armed in the Clark 
Handicap must have been a bitter cross. 
only slightly lightened by the fact that 
Bewitch had won the Inaugural Handicap 
the previous week. 


Armed looked like his old self in the 
early stages of the Clark, skipping along 
in front easily. But when Shy Guy went 
to him, the 8-year-old had nothing to fight 
with. He always used to be nervous be- 
fore races, with the long muscles in his 
stifles trembling as he was being saddled, 
but he would settle down as soon as a 
rider was up. Now he sweats profusely 
in the paddock, and in the post parade 
as well. There’s still considerable horse 
left there, however, and the guess here 
is that he’ll beat somebody’s brains out 
this summer. 

The same goes for Free America, a big 
handsome horse which often runs well 
but does not seem to be able to win any 
races. He went up to Shy Guy with a 
surge when Armed dropped out, and for 
a while it looked like he would win by 
lengths. But the Dixiana colt is a game 
one. and he held on to win by a head. 
“He’s made fine.” Jack Hodgins said, 
“but he’s all horse.” He’s not exactly 
small. but he’s short-coupled, and along- 
side the big Free America he looked light. 
But he wouldn’t give an inch in the last 
70 vards. 

The Kentucky Oaks, the second part of 
the trilogy. was as active an affair. for 
the first furlongs. as I’ve seen for some 
time. The inside horses came out in a 
sort of flying wedge, and none other than 
Edward Arcaro was being squeezed in the 
middle of it. He looked over at the 
rider outside him. who was M. N. Gonza- 
lez. and said something. Naturally I 
couldn’t hear it. and there was no use go- 
ing around and asking Eddie, because I'm 
pretty sure I couldn’t print it. But it 
was a highly effective remark, because 
next thing you knew, Gonzalez was bear- 
ing out, carrying the ultimate winner, 
Wistful, with him. Meanwhile, up ahead, 
Wirra was laying Admired on the rail. 
and various other interesting things were 
happening. 


Wistful recovered nicely, and came with 
a rush when Glisson was ready. Lady 
Dorimar swerved out as she was passed— 
at least that was my diagnosis. though 
some thought Wistful came in on her— 
and the race was over for all practical 
purposes. 


BEARABLE. There’s not a lot to say 
about Ponder’s Derby, except that Capot 
won it for him. People who had been 
quite high on Olympia got quite low im- 
mediately, and I imagine Olympia is go- 
ing to make them regret it. Unless some- 
thing is at his head pushing him. he’s 
just as dangerous as ever. and it’s not 
every horse that can get up there and 
push him. 

Brooks rode a very clever race on Pon- 
der. extracting everything he could from 
the speed duel ahead of him. When he 
started to go. he had a running horse. 
though it seemed to me that he was all 
out at the finish. 

It was noted afterward that Hyperion. 
England’s greatest stallion in recent vears. 
had two grandsons in the race. Olympia. 
by *Heliopolis, was one of them. Ponder. 
by Pensive, was the other. One of them 
stopped and the other ran stoutly through 
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the stretch. This shows how important it 
is to choose bloodlines, but not very 
clearly. 


Anyway. with seven days of racing 
gone. Calumet had won three stakes, in- 
cluding the Derby and Oaks, and a 2-year- 
old race. but had been beaten to second 
in the Derby Trial and to second and 
third in the Clark. Well, one has to take 
the bitter with the sweet, and when the 
Wrights left Saturday afternoon I thought 
they looked pleased, on the whole. 


GAIN. Maybe it’s just that I’m get- 
ting more deft in avoiding it, but it seems 
to me that each season there is a little 
less actual brigandage in Louisville 
around Derby time. A great deal is writ- 
ten about this, but I sometimes wonder if 
the writer isn’t either quoting somebody 
else’s experience, or just nudging a fact 
so it will make a good story. I couldn’t 
honestly say I got overcharged for any- 
thing this year, and certainly got no worse 
treatment than one gets annually in 
Miami. say, or Saratoga. On Derby Day, 
for instance, the cabs doubled their rates, 
charging $1 for passage instead of the 
customary 50 cents, but you get this at 
run-of-the-mine football games, and in 
fact everywhere when there’s a special 
rush. 


I suppose a man who insisted on being 
clipped could have managed it some way, 
but he’d have had to try. Most of the 
stories about Louisville during Derby 
week indicate that just ordinary citizens 
stop visitors on the streets, look them

Ponder First Foal of His Dam, 
From First Crop of His Sire 


In the seventy-fifth Kentucky Derby the 
winner came from nowhere. or at least 
from last place. Insofar as his breeding 
is concerned, he didn’t exactly come from 
nowhere. But the odds against his pedi- 
gree were about in line with the odds 
against Ponder in the Derby. 

The odds-on favorite in the race. and 
the horses which finished second and 
third, were out of stakes-winning mares. 
and were by well proven sires. But they 
were all overwhelmed by Ponder’s last- 
quarter rush, one of the fastest in the 
history of the Derby. Except for Capot— 
which in some subsequent race conceiv- 
ably may be able to steer a safer course 
between the devil (Olympia) and _ the 
deep blue sea (Ponder)—the winner 
demonstrated a pronounced superiority in 
the matter of stamina. 

Olympia and Palestinian are sons of 
stakes-winning mares with rather definite 
distance limitations. Capot’s dam could 
run a distance great enough to suggest 
that she could produce a classic colt. but 
his sire, Menow. was better at eight or 
nine furlongs than at ten. On the other 
hand, as compared with the general run 
of Calumet Farm’s breeding stock. the 
virtues of Ponder’s pedigree are further 
to seek. It took the Derby to make them 
obvious. 

Ponder is one of the six foals in the 
first crop by the 1944 Kentucky. Derby 
winner Pensive, whose brilliance began 
with the Derby and ended with the 


Preakness Stakes. Of the six foals. Pon- 
der was the only one bred by Calumet 
Farm, and to date he is Pensive’s only 
winner. His class naturally was a sur- 
prise to the farm which also has Bull 
Lea. Whirlaway, a fourth interest in 
*Blenheim 2nd, and some other horses 
for which breeders would give a quart 
of eye-teeth. 

He is also the first foal of his dam. an 
unraced mare which. after being fired 
for osselets as a yearling. stayed with the 
Calumet racing stable until July of her 
2-vear-old season and then was returned 
to the farm. Trainer Ben Jones found 
in her no indications of class. As a 
3-year-old she was bred to Pensive, and 
was the only one of several Calumet mares 
bred to the Hyperion horse which pro- 
duced a foal. 

Miss Rushin’s name. incidentally. came 
from the fact that she was foaled on Jan- 
uary 2, 1942. A Calumet fan wrote in 
and suggested the name. 

Miss Rushin has a Bull Lea 2-year-old 
colt called Skelter. Her yearling is a 
bay filly by Sun Again; Manager Paul 
Ebelhardt “liked her a lot”—even before 
Ponder won the Derby. The mare was 
due May 12 to *Priam,. and will be bred 
to Pensive this year. 

Her dam, Lady Erne, raced four times 
unplaced as a 2-year-old, against maidens, 
and, like Miss Rushin, was sent to the 
stud at three. She was a full sister to 
the good racer Pansy Walker and Had- 


agal, but until the Diamond Jubilee Derby 
came along had made only small contri. 
butions to the great success of Calumet 
Farm breeding. Now it appears that her 
unraced daughter is something of a find 
as a broodmare. 

Lady Erne herself was offered at the 
Keeneland Fall Sales in 1947, in foal to 
*Blenheim 2nd, and was bought by Frank 
Frankel for $10,000. The following 
spring she produced a colt and this year 
she has a *Brown King filly. She is at 
Duntreath Farm with others of Mrs, 
Frankel’s broodmares. 


*Erne, the third dam, won at three and 
four, and had considerable speed. Among 
her 14 foals are seven winners, the best 
of which were Pansy Walker and Hadagal. 

As for the sires in the pedigree, they 
are a collection worthy of a classic win- 
ner. It is the second year in succession 
that a grandson of Hyperion has won the 
race (Hyperion is the sire of Citation’s 
dam). Both *Blenheim 2nd and *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd have long since proved 
themselves outstanding sires. The for- 
mer got two Kentucky Derby winners, 
the latter. three. There is no American 
blood in the pedigree. It is all English 
except for *Sir Gallahad 3rd, and his im- 
mediate antecedents were English. 


The result of this year’s running sug- 
gests again the increasing importance of 
the Kentucky Derby as a principal guide 
to breeding value. Ponder is the sixth 
Derby winner sired by a Derby winner, 
and it is significant that five of the six 
have come within the last two decades— 
Burgoo King, Omaha, Count Fleet, As- 
sault, and Ponder. It may or may not be 
significant that only one of these, Count 
Fleet, was especially distinguished during 
his 2-year-old season. In general, Amer- 
ica breeds for precocity and speed, and 
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WARREN WRIGHT’S CALUMET FARM won its second Kentucky Derby, 
in 1944, with Pensive (above), a son of Hyperion which was foaled after his 


dam, 


*Penicuik 2nd, by Buchan, 


arrived in Kentucky from England. 


‘alumet’s fourth Derby (Ponder, 1949) was won by a member of Pensive’s 
first crop of foals. Ponder is scheduled to try for the Preakness this week. 


if the speed runs out before ten furlongs, 
then the stamina is likely to come from 
foreign sources, as it did last Saturday. 
In recent weeks Ben Jones has been 
saying to his friends, “Well, you can’t 
win the Derby every year.” But he is 
coming about as close to it as anyone ever 
did. There is a considerable disposition 
to give the famous trainer’s magic touch 
the principal credit for this year’s vic- 


tory. Perhaps that’s the way it is. But 
in general it’s a good idea to take the 
Derby at its face value as a test of horses. 
At least until the Preakness. 


The accompanying mirror-image pedi- 
gree sets forth. on the left-hand side. the 
names of Ponder’s ancestors, and, on the 
other, brief notes on their racing and 
breeding class.

Before the Der- 
by. along about 
the fifth race, one 
of the trainers 
lounging in the 
paddock at Chur- 
chill Downs re- 
marked that if he 
had a horse in

horse started. He'll keep you waiting 
every time. When he started his horse 
over, then I'd start mine, but not before.” 

Under that system, the trainer would 
have started his 1949 Derby candidate 
toward the paddock surprisingly early. 
but not for the same reason Ben Jones 
had. He would have been using the Jones 
formula, but he wouldn’t have had quite 
the same ingredients. 


To the surprise of those who might 
have glanced up from the past perform- 
ance charts to see what Calumet and 
Jones were doing, Ponder walked out 
onto the Downs track, at about the seven- 
eighths pole, with a boy on his back. The

saunter around the right way of the 
course, to the grandstand tunnel leading 
to the paddock, took 20 minutes or more, 
an unconscionably long time to have 
weight up before a ten-furlong race. 


There was a solid reason behind the 
move that probably would have passed 
for daffiness on the part of another train- 
er. Ben Jones, who studies horses like a 
bacteriologist peers at bugs, had deliber- 
ately chosen to put weight up on Ponder 
because the colt’s back muscles had tied 
up ten days or so before that, following 
a workout at Keeneland. The slow walk, 
under saddle, would serve to flex those 
muscles and limber them up for the race 
to come, Jones reasoned. 


Before leaving the stable that after- 
noon, he had worked out a precise sched- 
ule with Harold Ward, the Calumet ag- 
ent: so much time for saddling, so much 
time to walk the colt over to the gap in 
the fence along the backstretch, so much 
time for the stroll over to the tunnel,

Whether or not he ever heard of Mi- 
chaelangelo, Ben Jones knows that trifles 
make perfection, and that perfection is 
no trifle.

There was a 
final testing of saddle girths, and the low 
pitched confidences between trainers and 
riders.

ner, unless something could run him out 
of breath. And that seemed as feasible 
as choking a cat with cream. 

On paper. again, the horses which 
seemed best fitted for the job of belling 
Olympia. if he could be belled, were Johns 
Joy and Wine List.  Strategists-without- 
stables delegated Johns Joy to latch onto 
Olympia. a very successful front runner. 
because Johas Joy had proved himself 
able to take a track and hold it. They 
liked this idea because Johns Joy was 
trained by Monte Parke. who had _ ex- 
pressed a hankering to beat his brother 
Ivan, trainer of Olympia. 

Wine List was a tentative choice for 
the job because he also had been willing 
to go to the front, and he might kill off 
Olympia for the benefit of Capot. his sta- 
blemate under the Greentree colors. Or 
for the benefit of Palestinian. Old Rock- 
port, Halt. or another late-comer. 

There were many variations on_ the 
theme of knocking down the favorite 
(Olympia was 4 to 5). None of them in- 
volved Ponder. because he obviously was 
a not-too-buovant straw. When De Luxe 
had failed to train satisfactorily for the 
race, Ponder had been drafted to repre- 
sent Calumet. But he was not in the best 
Calumet tradition, if you thought about 
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Whirlaway and Citation and forgot about 
Pensive. 


FRACTIONS. For nearly two minutes 
of the running of the Derby, it looked as 
if Trainer John Gaver, of Greentree, had 
the soundest tactics of all: When the field 
drummed past the grandstand for the 
first time. it was Olympia in front, with 
Greentree’s pink and black running eas- 
ily in second place. But it was not Wine 
List which was second. It was Capot, 
which had been figured to lie off the 
pace to be ready to scoop up the shards 
if Olympia proved brittle. 

Wine List was third. slightly ahead of 
Lextown. Johns Joy, Jacks Town, Ky. 
Colonel, Palestinian, Model Cadet, and 
the others, which were in a fairly tight 
bunch. Warren Wright had no trouble 
locating his colorbearer: Ponder was last 
of the 14. 

On the first turn, after tossing off fur- 
longs in :11, :1125. :11144, Olympia had 
built himself a lead of about two lengths. 
Capot was second. Johns Joy, Wine List, 
and Lextown were close behind, running 
abreast. Another panel back were Pal- 
estinian and Jacks Town. Then Old Rock- 
port. 

Eddie Arearo, riding Olympia, metered 
out furlongs along the backstretch in 
1246, :1315, 13, then a brisk :1224. This 
should have taken care of Capot or others 
which thought to make a race of it and 
still have legs under them for the climax. 


AFTER THE DERBY, Ponder got 


But Capot bobbed relentlessly alongside. 
He was, it was apparent by this time, go- 
ing to have as much left as Olympia, if 
not more. John Gaver had been correct 
in deciding to give Olympia the big barrel 
without delay. instead of holding fire. 

Palestinian, which Hirsch Jacobs had 
flatly declared to be a runner, not a 
stand-in, by this time had moved to third. 
on the outside of Model Cadet and Johns 
Joy. In the next section. less than a 
length behind, were Wine List and Old 
Rockport. Then Jacks Town and Lex- 
town. Calumet’s red and blue were still 
far behind the leaders. 

At this stage Steve Brooks, astride Pon- 
der, followed the next step in the Jones 
formula: he reached back and whacked 
his mount a good one, felt a responsive 
surge as the son of Pensive unfurled 
some sail. Slowly he began to pick up 
horses until, when the field was aiming 
for the wire, he had not 13 horses ahead 
of him, but only six. 


Just about where Citation rushed past 
Coaltown in last year’s Derby, Ted At- 
kinson sent Capot past Olympia and Ed- 
die Arcaro’s fifth victory. Palestinian, 
which Hedley Woodhouse had kept in the 
clear, was a free-running third. Old Rock- 
port was fourth, Model Cadet fifth. 

Olympia began to stop swiftly. Just as 
swiftly, Ponder began his rush. There was 
a quarter-mile to go. The elapsed time 
for it was :2534. Ponder covered the dis- 
tance a second or so faster than that, since 


his Saturday bath. In the background,

he was about seven lengths behind when 
the leaders were at the quarter-pole. 

The Calumet colt passed his rivals one 
by one, until only Capot was in front of 
him. He too was put away, and Ponder 
went under the wire safely by three 
lengths. Capot, though unable to stave 
off the winner, had no trouble with the 
others. But Olympia did. Palestinian, 
Old Rockport. and Halt passed him as 
he struggled down the stretch. 

After the race, Arcaro remarked that 
Olympia was not the horse he had been 
in his earlier races. Neither were some 
of the others. 


ROSES & DIAMONDS. Next to Matt 
Winn, no other man has been in the Der- 
by winner's circle as often as Ben Jones. 
The Diamond Jubilee Derby was his fifth 
appearance. The other times were with 
Woolford Farm’s Lawrin, and Calumet’s 
Whirlaway. Pensive, and Citation. 


Ponder kept out of blind switches on 
his way to the presentation stand, but 
Warren Wright was not so fortunate. Ac- 
cepting the services of a policeman who 
volunteered to show him a short cut to 
the track, the master of Calumet was led 
into two or three cul-de-sacs, consequent- 
ly missed the ceremony.

Tarquin, Rover 
Win in England 


William Woodward’s Black Tarquin 
(*Rhodes Scholar—Vagrancy. by *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd). officially handicapped as 
the best 3-year-old of 1948. made his first 
appearance as a 4-year-old last week. in 
the Chippenham Stakes at Newmarket. 
He gave 14 pounds and a sound beating 
to Tanagrello, runner-up in last year’s 
French Derby and a recent winner in 
France. The very good gelding High 
Stakes was third. After the race the 
Reuters correspondent was quite positive: 


“Black Tarquin cannot have a_ super- 
ior at his age in the world today, and it 
will be surprising if this fine son of 
Rhodes Scholar is beaten this year. He 
looks a ready made winner of the Ascot 
Gold Cup. When he retires to the stud 
he should prove a great stallion.” 

At Newmarket on May 10. Black Tar- 
quin followed his first victory with a win 
in the 114-mile Burwel! Stakes. The Aus- 
tralian Edgar Britt rode him. 
Fighter Command. the second horse. was 
beaten by five lengths in 2:3424.

In the 114-mile Derhy Trial Stakes at 
Lingfield Park Mav 7 Mr. Woodward’s 
3-year-old Brown Rover (Fighting Fox— 
La Rose. by *Jacopo) won by five lengths 
from the 1-to-4 favorite Jai Hind (by 
Nearco). Seterah was third. three lengths 
farther hack in the five-horse field. The 
winner was ridden by the Australian 
jockey W. Cook. whose foray in England 
this year has been very successful. 

It was Brown Rover’s third start of the 
season. He was well beaten in the seven- 
furlong Henry VITI Stakes and in the 
1,;-mile Blue Riband Trial Stakes at 
Epsom. He is not in the front rank of 
candidates for the Derby to be run at 
Epsom June 4, but the fact that he has 
run his best race at the Derby distance 
will shorten the odds against him. In 
the Free Handicap of last year’s 2-year- 
olds he was given 121 pounds. five pounds 
less than Jai Hind. 

Current favorite for the Derby is Major 
R. MacDonald-Buchanan’s Royal Forest 
(Bois Roussel—Tudor Maid. by Hyper- 
ion—Mary Tudor 2nd, by Pharos). which 
was weighted at 129 pounds in last year’s 
Free Handicap, four pounds under Aber- 
nant, two under Star King.

HOLLYWOOD PARK FIRE 


Concrete and steel construction failed 
to halt a blaze which wiped out the club 
house and grandstand at Hollywood Park 
early on the morning of May 6. News- 
paper reports estimated the damage at 
$5.000.000. 

Fortunately, the fire did not reach the 
stable area, where 600 Thoroughbreds are 
being housed in preparation for the 50- 
day meeting, which was scheduled to 
begin May 17. 

Exact cause of the blaze was not known, 
but police arson squads started immediate 
investigation because of the speed with 
which the flames spread. 

The first alarm of the fire was given by 
a night watchman. who discovered flames 
shooting up a club house elevator shaft. 
Within minutes, the fire had leaped 
through the grandstand. setting the roof 
aflame. Shortly afterward. concrete walls 
began to crumble, and firemen were forced 
to retreat to safety. One fireman 
seriously injured. 

Thomas W. Simmons, Hollywood Park 
president, said arrangements have been 
made to hold the forthcoming meeting at 
Santa Anita Park.

KENTUCKY RULES CHANGES 


Two rules changes were adopted by the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission at a 
meeting at Louisville on April 30: 

Rule 120, limiting to two horses the 
number which may start in a race under 
a single ownership or interest. was amend. 
ed to require the owner or trainer to ex- 
press a preference as to which horse 
should start in a race which hus drawn 
more than the limit number of entries. 
Two horses may not start in the same 
ownership to the exclusion of a_ single 
entry. 

Rule 158. covering apprentice jockeys. 
was amended to eliminate the three-pound 
weight allowance accruing to original 
contract employers after the five-pound 
apprentice allowance has expired. 

The changes become effective June |. 
1949.

\ recent memorandum from the office 
of Senator Wayne Morse. of Oregon, to 
interested members of Congress clarifies 
the current status of the projected plans 
for liquidation of the Remount Service.

After the race. someone asked Eddie 
Arcaro if he had used his whip on Olym- 
pia. “Jeez. what a question! I’m ridin’ 
in the Kentucky Derby and he asks me 
did I hit him.

Best story of the day came from John- 
ny Carrico. of the Courier-Journal sports 
department: “Hurrying through the pad- 
dock after the race to gain the winner’s 
circle.” Carrico wrote. “L was rudely stag- 
vered when the stubby pilot of Seneca’s 
Coin shot out “Who win?’ 

“I started to splutter ‘But you were 
in the race. when I remembered.” 

The rider was Jimmy Duff, who had 
pulled up his mount on the far turn, when 
he was hopelessly beaten.

Duff was a quarter 
of a mile from the finish. 


In the jockeys’ room afterward. when 
the Derby riders were washing their faces 
and taking inventory. Ted Atkinson said 
“T thought T had it won. I think every- 
body thought I was home except Ben 


Jones.’ 


The 75th Kentucky Derby was the first 
to be televised. Among the thousands 
who watched the horses flicker around the 
track was Buck Weaver. veteran Turf ed- 
itor of the Louisville Times. It was the 
33rd time he had watched a Derby. but 
the first time since 1917 that he wasn’t 
at the Downs. 

Mr. Weaver had been seriously ill for 
some weeks before the Derby. and had 
not recovered sufficiently to leave his hos- 
pital bed.

Ponder was foaled at Warren Wrights Calumet 
Farm on April 14, 1946.

He is the first winner and first stakes winner 
for his sire, which entered the styd in 1945, year 
after he won the Derby, and he is from Pensive’s 
first crop of foals.

of 1947), there were 14.

The Derby Trial posed the final question for 
Olympia and some others prior to the Kentucky 
Derby of May 7. So far as Fred W. Hooper and 
Ivan Parke were concerned, the answer was af- 
firmative. Some of the other owners and trainers 
were not displeased at the way their horses per- 
formed, and still others interpreted the Trial re- 
sults as an injunction to stay out of the Derby. 

Olympia ate up the Trial mile like a 3-to-10 
favorite is supposed to. He clipped off a first 
quarter in :22%, the half in :45%, the three 
quarters in 1:10% (a fifth faster than the track 
record set by Bewitch a couple of days before). 
and the mile in 1:37%. 

He was eased up at the finish, though Ponder 
was only 1% lengths off him after a strong run 
through the last three furlongs. After the race. 
a bystander asked Eddie Arcaro how Olympia had 
felt under him. Arcaro simply displayed 
hands, which showed the marks of the reins from 
his having had such a tight hold on the Hooper 
coit.

Chains was foaled March 28, 1945, at Harrie B. 
Scott’s Shandon Farm, Lexington, where Mrs. Isa- 
bel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable was board- 
ing Handcuff at that time. The Dixie Handicap 
was the most important victory of his career, and 
was the most valuable financially. 

He is a fast horse at middle distances, but had 
been only moderately successful against top com- 
petition. At two he was second to Gasparilla in 
the Walden Stakes for only stakes placing until 
this year. Last fall, in an allowance race at Pim- 
lico, he set a track record of 1:50% for nine 
furlongs, under 113 pounds. His time in the 
Dixie was just a fifth slower than the track record 
set by Riverland in 1943, under 123 pounds. On

April 30 he was second to *Lord Grillo in the 
Havre de Grace Handicap. 

Chains is the first stakes winner of 1949 for 
his sire, Firethorn, which stands at Frank Conk- 
lin’s Midway Farm, Brantford, Ontario, Canada.

Ferd was foaled April 17, 1947, at Adolphe 
Pons’s Country Life Farm, Bel Air, Md.. where 
Lochinvar, his sire, is at stud. He was consigned 
to the Saratoga yearling sales of 1948 by Trainer 
Andy Schuttinger, and was bought by B. L. 
Squires, agent, for $1,200. Ferd has raced this 
year under the ownership of Mrs. Schuttinger. 
Average price of the six Lochinvar yearlings sold 
at Saratoga was $1,650. The filly Puff (Lochinvar 
—Rattle Smoke) was bought from the Schuttinger 
consignment at Saratoga in 1948 by James Cox 
Brady, for $1,800. She also has won this year. 

In his first start, a five-furlong race at Jamaica 
on April 16, Ferd was second to his stablemate 
East Indies in a maiden race. Four days later 
he won his second start, also at five furlongs, over 


Blue Victory and Rope Trick, by seven lengths. 

In the Youthful he met East Indies again, 
but his competition came from E. P. Taylor’s 
War Admiral colt Navy Chief, which led into the 
stretch. Jockey Basil James sent Ferd through a 
small opening on the rail, got him up to win by 
a head. The Ferd-East Indies team was a 3-to-4 
favorite, caused a minus pool of $1,110 in the 
show. 


Lochinvar, sire of the Youthful winner, was 
bred and raced by Joseph M. Roebling, of New 
Jersey. and was trained by Mr. Schuttinger. Mr. 
Roebling still owns the horse. Lochinvar won 
the Kent Stakes at three, the Quaker City and 
the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps at fovr, 
other stakes. The Merchants’ and 
Citizens’ was raced at Belmont Park in 1943, 
when Loch'nvar won it. He set a new track 
record of 1:55 for the 1,3; miles. Ouch, dam of 
Ferd. dur'ng her racing career was owned by M. 
Ven Beuren and was trained by Mr. Schuttinger.

over. give them back their keys and per- 
sonal papers, and pass on. It just isn’t 
so. If this fact ever gets general accept- 
ance, of course, the Derby will get less 
popular. 


DINNER. The Kentucky Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ Association had a train- 
er’s dinner the night of the Derby Trial. 
and most of the trainers of Derby horses 
and many of the jockeys attended. The 
speeches were brief, which is splendid. 
and accurate, which is remarkable. 

John Gaver, for instance. said. “We 
came to run and we’re going to run. and 
| still think this is an open race.” It was 
largely his horse which made it an open 
race. of course, but anyway it was. Of 
Jacks Town, Lester Jenkins said, “He 
aint done nothing to brag about.” and 
vou couldn’t put it better. 

Tom Smith said that he was pleased to 
be there and he hoped his horse would 
run a good race. It counted about 15 
words. and this lost a bet for Roscoe 
Goose. who’d bet he wouldn’t say more 
than eight. 

Woody Stevens said that when McCrea- 
rv fell off Halt at exercise he didn’t know 
which one to go to first, but he caught 
the horse and then picked up the jock. 
Any horsemen would approve of this 
choice. McCreary himself. now acquiring 
a considerable speaking experience. be- 
gan his remarks by saving. “I am stand- 
ing up.” 

Ben Jones said, “If theyll scratch 
Olympia and Hirsch Jacobs’ horse, I 
think Tom Smith and I might make a 
pretty good race of it.” This wasn’t ac- 
curate. of course, but it was according to 
form. 


CLAIMING RULE CHANGE

TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Man o’ War: None Matched 
His Power and Personality 


The merits of Man o’ War and Citation 
as race horses have been debated ad nau- 
seum for the past few months without 
conclusion. It is practically impossible 
to arrive at any intelligent comparison 
as to the merits of horses which have 
raced 30 years apart, and at best it can 
enly be a matter of opinion. 

The adherents of Citation are entitled 
to their opinion, which is equally true of 
the partisans of Man o’ War. The only 
objection I have is when supporters of 
Citation, who had never seen Man o’ War 
on a race course, rush into print with 
conclusions based on nothing stronger 
than hearsay and racing charts. 

Personally I think Man o’ War, in a 
match race with Citation under level 
weights at any distance. would take the 
son of Bull Lea by the head and run 
him into the ground in the first  half- 
mile. The reason—he had more sheer 
power than any horse I ever saw. 

Man o’ Wa1n’s record is too well known 
to be the subject of comment. It was 
the keen eye of Samuel D. Riddle which 
recognized his potentialities when he was 
a gangling, sunburned yearling at Sara 
toga in August. 1918. Mr. Riddle bought 
him for $5,000. The colt had already 
been named by his breeder, August Bel- 
mont. 

I saw Man o° War in all of his races, 


bar his match with Sir Barton at three. 
I think his outstanding victories were 
three. all scored as a 3-year-old. 

The first was the Dwyer Stakes (1¥g 
miles) at Aqveduct, in which the chest- 
nut son of Fair Play—Mahubah carried 
126 pounds. Only John P. Grier (108) 
was pitted against him. On the author- 
ity of Samuel D. Riddle, Louis Feustel 
had worked Man o’ War a mile that morn- 
ing and had fed him after he cooled out. 
Feustel was satisfied to permit John P. 
Grier to walk over in the Dwyer, which 
would have brought a more equitable 
burden when the colts finally met. 

Feustel was no fool. He had a pretty 
fair idea of what kind of colt John P. 
Grier was. and with the rest of the season 
before him he hesitated to concede 18 
pounds to the son of Whisk Broom 2nd— 
Wonder. by Disguise. 

John P. Grier was named after an inti- 
mate friend of Harry and Payne Whitney. 
Mr. Grier had been a partner in Bartlett. 
Frazier and Carrington, first on New 
Street and later on Broad Street. When 
that firm dissolved he became a partner 
of Charles D. Barney, and with the late 
Horace Harding was a financial adviser 
to Payne Whitney. I think Mr. Grier is 
still living. though well advanced in 
years. 
the late Richard Howe. 


He used to be a great friend of

John P. Grier, trained by James Rowe, 
had run five times at two. He won three 
races and was second twice. A _ horse 
called Peace Pennant, owned by W. L. 
Polson, who owned Billy Kelly, beat John 
P. Grier at Saratoga. Man o’ War beat 
him in the Futurity by 214 lengths, con- 
ceding Grier ten pounds. The weights 
were Man o’ War, 127, John P. Grier, 117. 
Dominique (122) was third. 

The Whitney colt was a dead-fit horse 
for his Dwyer Stakes engagement. He 
had been out twice prior to this race 
and was twice victorious. 


At Havre de Grace on April 28, 1920, 
carrying 126 pounds, he conceded 20 
pounds to St. Alan and beat him a length. 
The useful 4-year-old Herron (114) 
was six lengths farther back. The time 
was 1:4324 over a muddy track at a mile. 

At Aqueduct on July 6, John P. 
Grier was saddled to get the “feel” of 
the track at 1,4; miles. Under 126 pounds 
he won by two lengths under restraint 
in 1:45144. *Donnacona (120) was sec- 
ond. Natural Bridge (120) was _ third. 
Wood Violet (100) and Recount (112) 
completed the field. : 


BEATEN BUT UNBOWED. Feustel. 
as I have pointed out, was reluctant to 
concede 18 pounds to John P. Grier. He 
knew his rival was dead-fit. It was not 
the practice of James Rowe to start 
“short” horses, but the redoubtable Riddle 
ordered Man o’ War to be saddled and 
to keep his engagement. 

The result is history; but it was a 
horse race every inch of the way until 
the last hundred yards, when Man o’ War 
drew out and won by about 2% lengths 
in new American record time, 1:4914 for 
the nine furlongs. 


The horses were lapped for the 
first mile and John P. Grier momen- 
tarily headed his rival. The cry went 
up “The favorite’s beaten! Grier wins!” 


About this stage Clarence Kummer hit 
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Man o’ War with the whip and the big 
chestnut nearly ran out from under him. 
Both horses were well spent when they 
returned to the judges’ stand. They had 
their heads down to their knees, and both 
were blowing like grampuses. 

A few years later some fathead coined 
the phrase “Man o’ War broke John P. 
Grier’s heart in the Dwyer.” Obviously 
the man had never seen John P. Grier 
race. Later that year John P. Grier won 
four races. Among them was the Edge- 
mere Handicap, 144 miles, in 1:5126 un- 
der 112 pounds. The 4-year-old Cirrus 
(120) was second. He also won the 
Aqueduct Handicap, 15; miles, in new 
track-record time of 2:12 under 120 
pounds. Cleopatra (104) was second. He 
next won the Annapolis Handicap, 114 
miles in 2:3034, under 117 pounds. Da- 
mask (102) was second and The Porter 
(126) was third. 

John P. Grier ran twice at four. He 
was second to Grey Lag in the Brooklyn 
Handicap, 114 miles in 1:4944. Back of 
him were Exterminator, Leonardo 2nd, 
Captain Alcock, Audacious, Mad Hatter, 
Blazes, Eternal, Paul Jones, and *Donna- 
cona. It was a very high class field. 

His farewell was at Aqueduct eight 
days later in the Queens County Handi- 
cap, a mile race in which he carried 126 
pounds. He ran Gladiator (130) into 
the ground in six furlongs and sauntered 


home two lengths in front of Audacious 
at 126 pounds. Audacious won the Sub- 
urban that year under 120 in 2:02%. 
The time of 1:36 was a new track record. 
Gladiator had won his four previous 
starts—the last under 140 pounds—and 
had won the Toboggan Handicap with 
125 pounds in 1:0844, beating Sennings 
Park, Mad Hatter, Dominique, Captain 
Alcock, Naturalist, and four others. Glad- 
iator was developed by Willie Booth, now 
training for William Helis. John P. Grier 
did rather well for a “heart-broken” 
horse. Frankly I doubt if Citation ever 
raced against a horse the equal of John 
P. Grier, let alone beat him conceding 
18 pounds. 


When Man o’ War won the Jockey Club 
Stakes, 114 miles, at Belmont Park in the 
autumn, I thought it was the finest ex- 
hibition of sheer power I ever saw on 
the part of a race horse. It is true the 
opposition was negligible, being restrict- 
ed to Damask. Both carried 118 pounds 
and the distance was 114 miles. 


Man o’ War was never out of a pull 
except for a sixteenth of a mile down 
the backstretch.h Then Kummer put on 
the brakes, kept the big chestnut out in 
the middle of the track, and he won by 
at least 15 lengths (approximately 150 
feet). He was fighting for his head all 
down the stretch and went under the wire 
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with his head twisted sideways. The time 
of 2:2844 was a new American record, 
and could have been much faster had 
Man o’ War been permitted to run. Da- 
mask, it is true, was only fair. He had 
won the Louisiana Derby, but was at his 
best that September. 


In his next start he ran Exterminator 
to a nose in the Autumn Gold Cup in 
new American time for two miles, 3:214.

Add a Filly Race 


(From Pete Pedersen, Seattle, Wash.) 

Your statistical analysis of filly and 
mare races of 1948, in the April 9 issue, 
was certainly informative and_ pertinent. 
A minor error (monumental, however, 
from our point of view) was embraced in 
your summation of the Longacres pro- 
gram. 

The error was one of omission. Last 
season the Washington Jockey Club pre- 
sented the first running of the Fashion 
Handicap. a race for Washington-bred 
fillies and mares, 3-year-olds and up- 
ward. Fourteen horses started (more 
than in any other feature attraction), and 
the winner was Lloyd Lawson’s quick 
filly, Norma Sue, by Piccolo—Sistina, by 
*Bistouri. 

The event was run at six furlongs for 
a $5.000 purse. Joseph Gottstein, presi- 
dent of the Washington Jockey Club, in- 
tends to make the Fashion Handicap an 
annual fixture of the Longacres program. 

The analysis failed to credit Longacres 
with this handicap. which would increase 
the number of filly and mare races to 
seven, and make the total value $10,400. 
While this does not advance Longacres 
to the catbird seat with Belmont and Hia- 
leah, it does indicate an attempt of a 
small race track to recognize the value 
of such affairs. And whenever the horse 
is put before the tote. the results will be 
healthy. 


Restricted Claiming Races 
(From a resident of New Jersey) 


Probably like a great many of your 
magazine’s subscribers. I have views re- 
garding racing’s problems. Its most im- 
portant problem is, I think that the vari- 
ous racing commissions and track opera- 
tors be aware of its over-all problems.

The last 20 years has seen a consider. 
able change in the economic picture jn 
this country: average wages, taxes. and 
working hours. This has had consider. 
able to do with the increased popularity 
and expansion of racing, which was on 
the way back to its deserved place as a 
sport and recreation. It also has caused 
a considerable change in the commercia! 
aspects of racing. 


Racing has now to a great extent be- 
come big business in that a large amount 
of money is involved. State treasuries are 
involved. and there is a big investment 
in racing plants, horses, and stock farms, 
It is competing with other amusements 
for public patronage to support it. 


High class racing has the necessary ap- 
peal to the public. The problem here is 
presenting it in comfortable surroundings 
and at a tariff the public can afford. 

High class racing also requires the pro- 
duction and training of good horses. This 
is where you and I are more directly jn- 
terested. At one time a large percentage 
of the racing stables were operated by 
owners who could afford substantial loss. 
es in return for the pleasure they derived 
from the horses. Today, with the ex- 
pansion of racing and the high rate of 
income tax in the upper brackets. it is 
necessary for most racing stables and 
breeding farms to be conducted as a 
business. This means that a_ percentage 
of the tracks’ gross, large enough that 
on the average the stables can break even, 
must be apportioned to purses. 


Now to get back to your editorial re- 
garding claiming races. The claiming race 
is a deterrent to the incentive of breeding 
or purchasing a young horse. It is, how- 
ever, probably the best way of grading 
cheap horses. Why not a claiming rule 
with restrictions on the claiming of a 2- 
year-old and perhaps 3-year-olds, with no 


restrictions on the claiming of older 
horses?
